ly improbable in the notion that 
the Soviet government might at 
some time decide to do again 
what the Russian empire has done 
several times in the past—to pull 
back from Europe into Asia. 


While it would be foolish to 


predict that this is what is about 
to happen, it would be very un- 
wise to assume that it can never 
happen. 
A withdrawal of the 


Russians from the heart of Eu- 
rope is, I venture to believe, at 
least as likely as an invasion of 
western Europe. 


As the rearmament of the At- 


lantic community progresses 
it 


should become increasingly like- 
ly. 
The thing which seems to 


me altogether unlikely is that 
the Red army and the Atlantic 
army will stand still where they 
now are. 


THE RUSSIAN army can go 


forward, and against that, we are 
now arming the Atlantic com- 
munity. The Russian army also, 
once again, could go backward, 
and for that contingency Amer-^ 


ican public opinion and Ameri- 
can diplomacy should not be en- 
tirely unprepared. 


Serious Soviet proposals which 


looked to a military withdrawal 
from Europe would make a pro- 
found impression on the whole 
of mankind. 
We must not ex- 


pect them now. 
But we must 


not assume that they will never 
be made. 


It might well happen that, the 


huge effort which the western 
world is making to right the bal- 
ance of power will achieve what 
it is intended to achieves.

Chester Rector Talks 
At Breakfast Service 


A delegation of men from St. 


Matthew's Episcopal Church in 
Chester attended a men's Corpor- 
ate Communion breakfast of Epis- 
copal Churches of the Northern 
Panhandle of West Virginia this 
morning in St. Matthew's Epis- 
copal Church in Wheeling.

this force because of its name," 
he said, "but because it is built 
upon a system of lies. We cannot 
live with the present government 
of Russia because that govern- 
ment has been publicly and ad- 
mittedly branded as a govern- 
ment of lies.

In Ohio Laws 


Rooster And Eagle 
Would Be Ruled Off 
Presidential Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Feb. 23 (AP)—• 


If Ohio's election officials havej 
their way, the presidential ballot 
in 1952 won't bear the familiar 
Republican eagle and Democratic 
rooster. 


The rooster and eagle were 


ruled off the Ohio general elec- 
tion ballot more than a year ago 
through a constitutional amend- 
ment. But the presidential bal- 
lot is' separate and the party 
symbols still remain. 


The change is one of several 


recommended yesterday by the 
legislative committee of the Ohio 
Association Of Election Officials. 
The group announced its recom- 
endations after a series of meet- 
ings with Secretary of State Ted 
W. Brown, the state's chief elec- 
tion official. 


The proposals will go to the 


legislature within two weeks as 
non-partisan amendments to elec- 
tion laws. 


Specifically, the recommenda- 


tion would make the presidential 
ballot conform with the Ohio bal- 
lot. 
Instead of the presidential 


candidates being listed in columns 
side by side, their names would 
be placed one above the other. 
Ballots would be printed to ro- 
tate the names so that one party's 
candidates for president and vice- 
president would be on top as 
often as the candidates of the 
other party. 


Among other recommendations 


is one to make it harder for in- 
dependent candidates to get on the 
ballot. 
The committee urged an 


increase in the number of names 
required on nominating petitions 
from 1 per cent to 7 per cent of 
the total vote cast in their areas 
in the preceding election. 
Bills 


now before the legislature would 
increase this to as high as 20 per 
cent. 


Candidates for municipal of- 


fices in villages under 2,000 popu- 
lation would be exempt from the 
7 per cent proposal, as would 
judgeships, school board members 
and township officers. 


Another proposal would bar a 


candidate defeated in a primary 
election from running for any of- 
fice in the following general elec-
